Amendment  of  Regulations. 

That,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor  in  Council,  Regulations  40, 
41,  46,  and  68  of  the  Association  be  revoked, 
mi  the  following  substituted  therefor: — 

“  40.  Each  member  of  the  Association  shall 
pay  to  the  Association  an  annual  fee  of  $30; 
however,  such  sum  shall  be  reduced  to  $25  if 
paid  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  March  in  the 
year  from  which  the  same  is  imposed.  The 
annual  fee  shall  be  paid  by  each  member  of 
the  Association  so  long  as  his  name  is  on  the 
register,  whether  he  is  resident  in  the  Prov- 
:nce  or  not,  and  whether  he  is  practising  or 
not:  Provided  that  any  member  of  the  Asso¬

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
